beotion I of Article II ot the constitu 


tion ot tho Onitbd Slates says that "In 
oasa of the removal ot tho president from 
office, or it bin death, resignation, or in- 
ability to discharge the powers and du- 
ties of the said office, fhe same shall de- 
rolvo on tho vice president, and the con- 
gress may by law provide for the case ot 
removal, death, resignation or inability of 
bsth the president and vice president 
drtclariug -what officer shall then act »fl 
ptO'Jideot, and such oflicer shall act ac- 
cordingly, until tho disability be ro- 
muved, aod a president shall bo elected."' 


Congress has never enacted such a law. 


Several attempts have been made to pass 
a bill through congress which would re- 
lieve the country,from embarrassment in 
oaso of the death ot tho president and 
vice president. Last spring, whilt the 
senate was in session to contirm appoint- 
ments .under tho new administration, 
Mr, Hendricks somewhat interfered with 
the [selection of a president pro tern.

cer, and should anything happen to tho 
pre&vlent there would be \w uno who 
could become his unquestioned HUCOCS- 
sor.

Senator 
Allison, Tho Cntic says, is authority tor the 
slatefflont that tbo question of the presi- 
dency o? tho sonata is not likoly to bo for- 
mally considorod until next Thursday or 
FriJay evening, when a caucus of Repub- 
lican sontors will bo hold. One of fcho most 
praaiirujnt and coniorvativo

senators said that bo had no doubt that the 
presidency oC tho senate would go to the 
west 
by 
caucus 
nomination. "Senator

undoubtedly 
bave the

1C ho is not a candidate, Senator Logan is 
much more likely to be chosen than an' 
otbor. 
Tb.3 Republican party has expressed 


Its dosiro that Senator Logan should pre- 
side over tho sessions of tie senate and that 
fact should have Rroat weight with Repub- 
lican sonators. My judgment -would be that 
Seuator Logan ivlu bo chcseu president pro 
terapore it bo desires to be." 


It wag currently rtportod that Senator 


Logan had opened active canvass Tor tho 
presidency of tho senate, but that was 
equally positively denied. Ono prominent 
senator said: "Neither Sountor Edmunds, 
Logan, or Sherman would make anything 
like a canvass la his own favor. 
The son- 


ata is a peculiarly conservative body and 
its leaders are dignified and conservative 
men, particularly in mattors portaining to 
tho tonato itself. Senator Logan will not 
toll his colleagues that he desires to be 
elected, if such is the caso, unless they ask 
him." 


Senator Sherman's frlondi ore confident

our national "life. Every department 
01 our Government, and of civil and 
social life, as well, is under grateful 
obligation to many who have made 
Auii-rica their adopted home. 
J5ut 


multitudes of the worst classes oi1 for- 
i>i"ii lands ilock to our shores. 
They 


co'rne with falai- or exaggerated ideas 
of our laws and institutions. Liberty, 
with them, meaus license, self-aban- 
donment to whatever they crave, the 
entire absence ot law and penalty. 
Thousands come here feelinc that 
neither suciety nor government wir, 
have any claim upon them. They are 
consiKiiifeutly ill-titled to assume the 
duties and responsibilities of Ameri- 
:an .citizens. Men eim change their 
country, their national dress, their 
government; but their personal h'ibits, 
ritligimis beliefs, domestic trials, pleas- 
ure; and aniuaemen's, these nre hard 
to change. Aud right here lies our 


fiom the inflowing tide of euii- 


ii,.,,,.,.,... Men come here wiih ideas, 
diatoms, amusements, religious views, 
er.ti'felv at war with the genius o° our 
institutions, aad at once there is ccn- 
Ilict. I'nei-u are jars and discords. Now, 
this is a real dang'-r. but Mie molding, 
tninst'ormintr, assimilating power oi 
our Government, sliould dispel our 
fears. Now are we to forget that 
these multitudes bring us cerebral and 
muscular powei, aud help carry on 
the creat industries of the nation. By 
degrees they will come under the iu- 
iluencc of o'ur institutiuiis and become 
a source o1 great strength to us. 
S 
r> 
that while grave dangers are connected 
with it, and liable to How from it, I 
still think that we can look with tnvor 
en the Hocking of these thousands to 
our shores, butin this welcome we 
give to nur brothers across the seas.we 
must show no partiality. W« must 
not debar any nationality. To do this, 
will be direct violftuor. of the princi- 
ples of our Government, and of the 
rule o!' justice and right. 


In considering the dangers before us 


as a nation and people, we should not 
overlook physical degeneration. 
Tho 


outlook i'or the descendants of the pu- 
grjTis in this direction, is not the most 
Mattering. Vitality, stami' a, power, 
are rJeterioating. The feverish life ot 
our people, tho haste Ccr riches, our 
climate, and the want of conscience in 
3 icial and domestic life, are the main 
C'luaesof this. But the danger is al- 
r ady seen and felt. Press and pulpit 
a-e a'rousing the people, to this danger. 
A literature is growing up on the sub 
jeut and the whole question is assum- 
ing a moral phase which speaks well 
for the future. Nor are wo to ignore 
Urn dangers which come from long-con- 
tinued prosperity. 
After a long period of prosperity, na- 


tions generally degenerate—lose in a 
measure tl'eir patriotism. 
Certainly 


lose in caution, care, judgment, fore- 
sight. With long-continued piosperi- 
; v comes a feeling of power and sec.ur- 
i;y,• which is deadening. Then there 
are the dangers of viol and intemper- 
ance. These giant evils uoi only eat 
nut the life of monarchies after long 
perii-ds, but they strike at tbe very 
root of such a Government as this, uur 
Government is founded on great moral 
principles, the life of which depends 
on the predominance or mind, the 
moral sentiment, manhood, as distin- 
"Uished from animalism. 
With the 


"all of manhood depart our linenies— 


suiTered, and are now suflerintr from 
these evils. They are real perils, and 
unless properly met, will ultimately 
break our Government to -pieces. 


Tlte great extent of our country, 
stretching .from, ocean to ocean, and 
from lakes to-gtilf, is a real difficulty 
in the way of permanent national 
unity. It gives every chance for de- 
velopment, in remote sections, ot an- 
tagonisms, which, at the best, may 
cause us great trouble. We ars not to 
consifl'er that the result of our civil 
war forever settles the question of na- 
tional unity. The question ol slavery 
was before'us then; there was a great 
moral issue; there were peculiar cir- 
cumstances which united the North 
and West. Hut let issues arise in re 
mote sections,—with no great princi- 
ple at stake, which takes hold of the 
universal heart,—and the result might 
be very different. There are great op 
portunities for various sections oi' our 
country to make serious trouble, I do 
nol look for this, but I can see its pos- 
sibility, and it is well for statesmen 
and natrints to consider, that while 
armed men and thundering cannon 
have their place and power, yet, if this 
nation is permanently held together, it 
must be by making it the interest of 
each and all the States. The laws 
must be i'0 administered, the rights 
and prosperity of all sections and all 
classes, us list be so jealously watched 
and maintained, that the thought of 
separate nationalities shall not again 
be seriously considered by the people. 
A corrupt pictorial, fictitious literature, 
skepticism nnd inUdelity, the growing 
desecration of Sunday, tho conlliet be- 
tween labor and capital, the injustice 
and tyranny still existing in the touth, 
Mormonism, communism, nihilism, so- 
cialism, are other grave dangers which 
now confront us, and which must be 
met if we are to continue a free, pros- 
perous, united people.

They are problems pressing 


themselves upon our people for solu- 
tion. "What progress are we making, 
and what are to be the probable re- 
sults? 
With regard to 
skepticism 


and infidelity, I think the outlook for 
the triumph of a pure and simple Chris- 
tianity, is very encouraging. Promi- 
nent scientific unbelievers are more 
careful in their statements and infer- 
ences—less bold and self-assertive when 
not treading the ground of ascertained 
fact. There is decidedly more rever- 
ence among them in the treatment ot 
revelation. Writers and spe-ikers are 
becoming less bold in. their denials of a 
God, 
a revelation, a hereafter. Popu- 


Jar sentiment is turning against them. 
Even Ingersoll Is feeling this pressure. 
He has not the following of former 
years, and from an avowed iu'idel he 
has become an agnostic. Never, since 
the eavly years of Christianity, have 
tho churches been so active,aggressive, 
benevolent, and as well sustained, as at 
this very day. Never has there been 
so able, earnest and powerful a pulpit. 
Never has the church been so alive to 
the reforms of tho day, nor done so 
much for missions, temperance, the 
poor, the depraved, the unfortunate. 
Never before have there been so many 
charitable institutions grandly 
en- 


dowed and maintained by Christian 
;.uen. Never was there so much evan- 
gelistic labor among all classes for 
their elevation and reclamation. The 
various associations for these lofty pur- 
poses, the frequent conventions, show 
that Christ's Gospel is working in the 
world with mighty 
power.

wore Sunday schools so earnestly 
maintained, and Christian truth buried 
;io deeply in. young hearts. Wherever 
men go the gospel is going. 
Wherever 
a handful of men congregate on the 
frontiers, there you find the missionary 
with his bibles, papers, tracts and mes- 
sage 
of salvation. 
Kevivals have 


swept over portions of our lam!, and 
the statistics of our churches show that 
Zion is growing in numbers and power. 


Corrupt literature luis spread itself 


over our land like the lice of Egypt. It 
is a fearful evil, and h;is ;in it alarm- 
ing possibilities. But the paople arc 
aroused. Anthony Comstoek and his 
helpers throughout the land, are pros- 
ecuting 
dealers 
and 
venders, 


and sei/.ing and destroying hundreds 
of tons of this rottenness. Pulpit-, 
press, and lecture platform are thun- 
dering, and the tide is turning for a 
pure and wholesome literature. In 
this grand work the influence aud effort 
of every good man and woman is need- 
ed. Another grand problem pressing 
upon this nation for solution is Mar- 
monism, 


For years we have scarcely disturbed 


it, and it has grown, not only into 
great strength, in numbers, power, and 
wealth in Utah, practically controlling 
courts and politics: but it has spread 
into adjacent territories, and has clurwl 
to threaten and defy our government. 
To the enormity and power of this evil 
the people and goyernment are now 
awaking. Tlio law is being unforced 
against it. Leaders in the Mormon 
church are tried and imprisoned. Hut, 
better than all, tho Common school Iflis 
entered these benighted regions—man- 
ned by cultured, philanthropic Chris- 
tian teachers and they are doing a 
wonderful work in abolishing ignor-

ors, the Gazette publishes that portion Of 
the city charter which creates tho board, 
including tho powers granted.
